The now famous contest over the elec- 
tion returns from Coffee, which kept 
that county without a representative at 
the last session of the legislature and en- 
abled the old county officials to hold over 
a year longer than the term to which they 
were elected, has at last been settled. 

Rev. John Vickers, the democratic can- 
didate in Coffee for the lower house of 
the legislature, suddenly appeared on the 
floor of the house near the close of the 
last session and was gladly hailed at once 
as the lost member from Coffee. Up to 
the time of his appearance no one was 
found who could explain why Coffee had 
no representative. There were rumors 
of foul play, and as Coffee was so far 
away, no one, it seems, took the trouble 
to find out just what was the matter. 

Rev. John Vickers cleared the atmos- 
phere to some extent when he announced 
in a solemn, quiet voice that there had 
been a contest over the election In Cof- 
fee and that the mattér was still pending 
before the election managers. He an- 
nounced that he was the democratic can- 
didate and applied to the house for his 
seat.

Fran 
and Henry resided little of the time 
Paris, Dut Charles was often at the 
Louvre, and it was tn one of its spacious 
salons that he signed the order for the 
massacre of St. Bartholomew (1572). Ow- 
ing to the continued absence of her kings, 
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Paris became a hotbed of Guise intrigue. 
The famous council of sixteen, represent- 
ing severally the sixteen wards or quar- 
ters, ruled the city in the Guise interests 
(1OST-4), and defied the dictates both of 
mercy and justice. In 1558, on the 
of the Barricades, Henry I1lI narrowiy cs- 
caped with his life. When, 
the year, the 
was murdered at Blois,

The second siege of 
Paris lasted until 15%. The indescribable 
suffering of the people, the savage tyran- 
ny of the sixteen and the wild fanati- 
cism of the religious elements, that had 
been deeply stirred by the bitter and 
bloody rivalries of the decade, make this 
second siege one of the prominent way- 
marks of the city’s history. The con- 
version of Henry was hardly taken. sre- 
riously. The fanatical preachers of the 
city, whose violent harangues had in- 
spired the’ people to heroic endurance, 
refused to trust the man who, as was 
alleged, had justified his change of faith 
by the flippant words: ‘Paris is well 
worth a mass."" Whether ever spoken 
or not, the words certainly sound like 
Henry. He was too thoroughgoing a pol- 
itician to hesitate or bother over nice 
theological distinction, when success, the 
peace and prosperity of his people ce- 
manded so simple a thing as a change 
of coat. Bethis asit may, the “sixteen’’ 
supported by German lands knichts and

of the city. As early as 1560 the fanious 
lrench diplomat, Castelnau, could speak 
of Paris as “the most famous capital 
in the world,’ of the splendid reputation 
of her parliament and of her theological! 
faculty; of thé marvelous skill of the 
people in mechanic arts: of their suc- 
cess in traffic; of the populousness and 
opulence of the city. 

Yet if the political and commercial im- 
portance of Paris were increasing, her 
initellectual Hfe was already on the de- 
cline Her university had suffered 
riously as a result of the civil wars.
